Ariz., Dec. 6—Among the 
at Salvation Army Camp, 
about forty miles from Tucson, a man was 
arrested for whom the authorities have 
been looking for years: - He is John W. 
Hillmon, and the capture was made by 
Sam W. Finley, a deputy collector of cus- 
toms at Nogales, and Orin Gemulle, under- 
sheriff of La Junta. His capture. recalls 
one of the most remarkable cases in the 
jist of insurance swindles, the alleged mur- 
der of an inhocént man and the palming of 
his corpse on an insurance company as the 
remains of Hilhmon being the salient feat- 
ures of the story. 

John W. Hillmon was about % years old 
at the time of his alleged death near Medi- 
cine Lodge, Kan., in 1879.. On Oct. 3, 1878, 
he was married to Sallie E. Quinn. -Four 
months later he started for Wichita with 
John H. Brown. The next heard of  Hill- 
mon was that he had been shot accidentally 
by Brown and buried near Medicine Lodge. 

A few days after his alleged death his 
widow put-in a-claim-to the Mutual Life 
and the New York Life Insurances Cos. of 
New York and the Connecticut Mutual of 


Hartford for $40,000 insurance on his lifé. 
The companies decided to fight, and the 
first trial was at Leavenworth, in the

When the body alleged to be that of Hill- 
mon was exhumed at Medicine Lodge a 
warrant was issued for the arrest of 
Brown, his partner, as it was alleged that 
he had killed a man so as to provide a 
corpse for the insurance claim. Brown 
went away to Texas, and another warrant 
was issued for the apprehension of Levi 
Baldwin, Mrs. Hilimon’s cousin, who had 
obtained the policies on her husband's life. 
He also disappeared and did not return 
until the case had been tried the third 
time and decided in Mrs. Hillmon’s favor. 


THE CASE CHANGES. 

While these proceedings were going on, 
Brown, it is said, broke down, and made a 
statement in substance as follows: He 
said that he had entered into a conspiracy 
in December, 1878, with Hillmon and Levi 
Baldwin to defraud the life insurance com- 
panies by insuring Hillmon’s life. Baldwin 
was to furnish the money and Hillmon and 
Brown were to manage the disappearance 
of the former. They started for Wichita, 
and on:‘the way picked up a strange man 
named Joe Berkley. 

This man, Brown. alleges, was shot by 


Hillmon, who dressed the corpse in his own 
clothing and put his diary in his pocket.

MISSING DR. FRAKER. 


The Fameus Insurance Case en Trial in 
Hamees City. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 6.—The Kansas 

Mutual Life Insurance Co. is contesting the 


claims of the executor of Dr. F. W. Fraker 
for $55,009 insurance on the life of the miss- 


| ing doctor before Judge Phillips in the Fed- 


eral Court here. By agreement among the 
insurance companies that are the defend- 


| ants in the .case the entire defense has 
| been placed in charge of the Kansas Mu- 


tual. 

The theory that Dr. Fraker was drowned 
in the Missouri River on the night of July 
10, 1893, rests upon the story told by six 
men who were his companions on a fishing 
excursion at the time mentioned. These 
men are John McMurray, a teamster; Chas. 
McGregor, a laborer, both of this city; J. 
T. Triplett of Oklahoma, George Harrie of 
New Mexico, Alberto Mendes, a Spaniard, 
and ‘Uncle’ Jake Crowley, an old negro. 
They are witnesses of his fall or plunge 
from the bank of the Missouri. 

In the investigation which followed the 
drowning or disappearance of Dr. Fraker, 
these men made statements which coin- 
cided in all important particulars. They 
said that with Dr. Fraker in unusual good 
humor they left Excelsior Springs in a 
wagon drawn by 2 double team and driven 
by McMurray. Driving ten miles through 
the woods they came at last to a spot on 
the bank of the Missouri, near Camden, 
where Dr. Fraker said he knew there was 
good fishing. Luck was indifferent, and 
about 9 o’clock in the evening they decided 
to start home. It had grown very dark and 
the woods were thick. McGregor started 
down to the ed of the water to look at 
some set lines he hed left there.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—The most hearte- 
less trick yet played on the people of this 
country has reached a climax on the Stock 
Exchange. H. O. Havemeyer, the head of 
the Sugar Trust, and his friends have fin- 
ished their game and pocketed their im- 
mense gains, thought to reach into the 
millions. For weeks Mr. Havemeyer pro- 
claimed that the sugar industry was prac- 
tically on the edge of bankruptcy; that it 
was rapidly succumbing to the ill-treat- 
ment he alleged it had received from Cone 
gress, and finally he made his bold stroke 
of pretending to discharge all hands from 
the sugar refineries of the trust and talked 
of closing those vast hives up for an ine 
definite period. 

The price of 70 or 75 was whispered as the 
proper figure to which Sugar should slump, 
and it started towards that point at a rapid 
gait. There was a strong opposition, how- 
ever, and it reached a low turning point at 
82, and then for several days there were 
cleverly scattered points about a reduc- 
tion of quarterly dividend, which was due 
about this time. Yesterday the managers 
got together to decide on the dividend, 
While they talked and talked the floor of 
the Exchange bore evidence to the fact 
that a big following of brokers had been 
let into the secret of just what the sugar 
managers were going to do. There was 


some talk of opposition to the Havemeyer’>:..

The fact ig that after the full day hag 
been, used. by Hayemeyer throtigh his well- 
posted brokers, and’ Sugar had climbed to 
89 on transactions of about 175,000 shares, or 
nearly half the entire common capitaliza- 
tion of the trust, came the voice from the 
board-room that the dividend should re- 
main as at present, 7 per cent per arinum on 
the preferred and 12 per cent on common, 
In declaring the common dividend it was 
not even termed a quarterly divideni, 
and here-the explanation was tacked on the 
declaration that the dividend was “on 
earnings prior to Sept. 1." There was nota 
figure or an explanation beyond this, al- 
though it was promised that stockholders 
might expect some figures within'a few 
days. 

The gigantic turn had been made, and the 
country now sees a 12 per cent stock selling 
at less than 9, while an 8 per cent stock, 
such as the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford, is quoted at 193. The difference 
in these figures measures the distrust 
which the investing public have for Have- 
meyer and his partners. 

This dividend keeps the Sugar Trust in 
the 12 per cent glass, and shows what a 
fine, fat mine this monopoly is. Five years 
ago $100,000 worth of Sugar stock at par 
might have been bought at 70; that is $70,000 
would have been the actual investment..

BORROWING GOLD. 


Instead of reviving European confi- 
dence in American securities and stimu- 
lating the European demand for Amer- 
ican investments, our Government's re- 


| eent sale of gold bonds had a depressing 


effect in London. According to the Lon- 
don correspondent of the ‘Financial 
Chronicle, the haste to close the- bond 
transaction on the éve of the meéting of 
Congress was interpreted abroad as an 
admission .by the Administration that 
Congress could not. be trusted to take 
care of the Government's credit or to 
maintain the gold standard. 

Instead of bringing us foreign gold or 
stopping the exportation of our own, for- 
eign exchange still hovers near the gold 
exporting point, and: it is expected that 
gold shipments will begin again this 
week. The banks that have just loaned 
the treasury $50,000,000 of gold can draw 
it out again whehevér they see a charice 
to make another commission on it, and 50 
on for an endless succession of loans till 
our bonded debt shall be enormously in- 
ereased. 

And while this process promises to be 
continued indefinitely, all the eurrency 
tinkering we do to maintain the gold 
standard fails to check the continuous 
slump in the prices of our exportable prod- 
ucts. Europe is getting them now at 
prices unheard of in the previous history 
of this planet. To say nothing of other 
exports, the Financial Chronicle points 
out that our cotton crop this yéar is being 
sold for. $90,000,000 less than an equal 
amount would have brotight in 1893, and 
for $152,500,000 less than it brought in 
1892. 


A DOCTOR’S APPEAL 

In the penitentiary at Frankfort, Ky., 
there is a Dr. W. T. Davis, a practitioner 
for thirty years, sentenced for life, who 
appeals to the medical profession, 
through the Medical Brief, for opinions 
in his case, in the hope that they may in- 
fluence the Goverfior to pardon him as 
an innocent man. 

According to Dr. Davis’ statement he 
was the son-in-law of Robert L. Munday, 
whose lifé was insured for $11,511 in favor 
of Mrs. Munday. Dr. Davis asserts that 
Munday died of apoplexy, and that the 
other physician Who was called in was 
of this opinion. When the body of Mun- 
day was exhumed, he says, the instirance 
parties took charge of the stomach and 
kept it until the next day before they de- 
livered it to the chemist for analysis, The 
analyst testified that he found in the 
stomach one-third or one-half a grain of 
unabsorbed morphia. He found none ab- 
sorbed that could kill, and if morphia 


-was in the stomach at death it was ab- 


sorbed after death. Dr. Davis declares 
that morphia could have been very easily 
dropped into the stomach after it was 
taken out of the body and be found un- 
absorbed when the analysis was made, 
but that it was impossible to make the 
dead stomach absorb it. The dead man’s 
brain, heart and lungs were in a normal 
condition. 

On Dr. Davis’ first trial the jury failed 
to agree; at the next trial he; was, he 
says, convicted upon a broken chain of 
circumstances. Mrs. Munday was ac- 
quitted ‘“‘for want of proof” of conspiracy. 
Though Dr. Davis professes to believe 
that the insurance company tampered 
with the stomach, the $11,511 of inBurance 
was paid to Mts..Munday. 

It is very clear that in cases of al- 
leged poisoning the’stomach should al- 
ways be carefully guarded from any pos- 
sible tampering. In this case the fact 
that it was not guarded may have given 
a guilty man a defense or it may have 
convicted an innocént person. In either 
case, the neglect to guard it was a crimi- 
nal oversight. 


RESULTS OF POOR Pay. 


Under. our *formef city charter mem. 
bers of the City Council were paid 
$500 for each Session and. $2 for 
each attendance at ‘committee meetings. 
There “‘wére usually two sessions an- 
nually' and ‘the. mumber of committee 
meetings Was quite indefinite, so that 
the actual compensation to a member 
generally ranged, from $1,000 to $1,600 or 
$1,800 per annum. The objection to this 
plan was that it had a tendency.to tn- 
duly multiply committee meetihgs and 
made the aggregate amount for éach 
member toe Jarge. : 

As a reaction from what was consid- 
ered an extravagance the present chart- 
er carried the matter to the other ex- 
treme. It struck out all pay for com- 
mitteee meetings and settled the com- 
pensation at:$300 per annum for all ser- 
vices except contingent expenses ‘spe- 
cially allowed. This was undoubtedly 
an error, because the amount fixed was 
so insignificant as not to reimburse a 
member for his actual expenses, an? yet 
it failed to establish the principle that 
the honor of the position was in itself a 
suffidient Gompensation. Wither there 
should be no pay attached to the place 
or it should be fixed at a respectable 
figure.’ As the matter now stands, few 
rich citizens want a seat in the Assem- 
bly, and among the men of small means 
who seek such positions the impelling 
motive with many must be the hope of 
contingent advantages other than the 
petty salary allowed.

Martin Meyer Succumbs to It at the City

Martin Meyer, a German 56 years old, who 
has been an inmate of the City Hospital 
since 1871, died at that institution Wednes- 
day afternoon.

Kingman & Coa. manufacturers of 
wagons, farm machinery, ete., see things 
in exactly the same light. Afternoon fast 
train service, they think, is the only thing 
which: can mprove the condition of St. 
Louis merchants in this respect. “‘We have 
reaized this,’’ they say, ‘‘for some time, but 
supposed it would be next to impossible 
to get this afternoon service.”’

.~8t. Louis until 8:25 p. m. and does not ar- 
rive in Omaha until 12:35 the following aft- 
ernoon. It is neither a through fast train 
in any sense of the word, nor is it, of any 
particular use as an accommodation train 
at either end of the line, when it is really 
intended for both. That is to say, the train 
is supposed to be a through fast train from 
St. Louis to Omaha and is advertised as 
such. At the same time it is supposed to be 
an accommodation train into Om@gha from 
Roseberry. 

HOW IT SHOULD BUN. 

Now. see how much more satisfactory tt 
could be made in every particular if it left 
here at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. As it is 
it Jeaves at 8:25 p. m., too late to be of any 
service as a local accommodation out of St.

WABHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 6.—In view of 
Germany's recent prohibition of the - 
‘ portation of American beef the report té the 
State Department from James Smith, 
United States Commercial Agent at May- 
ence, made in August last, upon American 
beef in Germany, is interesting. He de- 
scribes the extensive arrangements made, 
in the way of putting on fine new steamers 
with refrigerators, etc., for an extensive 
trade in meats, and points out the superior- 


ity of American meat over Australian beef 
as ft reaches Germany. His report in part 
said: 

“The agricultural supplement to the 
Hamburg Correspondent, one of the best 
known journals of Germany, in commenting 
on this new attempt to introduce American 
any, says in sub- 
stance that the experience hitherto met 
with in the importation of cattle for ——_ 
ter leaves no room for doubt that in quality 
and. value for silaughteri purposes 
foreign beef stands.not a whit behind Ger- 
man; on the contrary it excels the German 
beef because as a rule, in physical constitu- 
tion and freedom from disease, the Ameri- 
ean cattle so far imported into Germany, 
and especially those which have come to 
Hamburg, have been singularly free from 
tuberculosis, which is a matter of serious 
consideration view of the wide-spread 
existence of this disease among cattle in 
many parts of Germany, there having been 
only 0.115 per cent of the cattle imported 
from America inflicted with this disease, 
against a | gee heage  e of 1 to 2 per cent on 
the part of the German cattle examined at 
the slaughter houses.”’ 

Another report from United States Con- 
sul Keenan at Bremen speaks of the excel- 
lent condition of the American stock 
landed in Bremen. The cattle were perfect- 
ly healthy, their lungs and livers were not 
only fit for use but also of .an excellent 
quality—a condition rarely. met with in 
German cattle. This Consul adds a most 
important supplement to his report, dated 
Nov. 13 (after notice had been given of the 
edict of prohibition of our meat from Ger- 
many.) e says that immediately after the 
decree a cargo of cattle came from America 
to Bremen in excellent condition, and 
prices were realized for their meat. The 
Consul further says: ‘‘However, how much 
fear of Texas fever may have been caused 
by importing American cattle itnto Ger- 
many, and how much people in the United 
States may think this measure is simply for 
retaliation, the facts remain that the fear 
in the one case would be absurd and the 
pedament in the other not altogether 
rue. 


UNIFORM POSTAL RATES. 


Provisions Made in a Recent Order by 
Postmaster-General Bissel. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—Provi- 
sions for uniform rates of postage for 
United’ States mattis sent to’ every portfon 
of the globe,with a few exceptions,are made 
in an order issued by Postmaster-General 
Bissel. The rates are 5 cents for each 
half ounce of mail, except for Canada and 


Mexico, whose domestic rates of 2 cents an 
ounce are applicable, or to the postal 
eaency at Shanghai. The order is as fal- 
ows: 


“By virtue of the authority conferred 
upon,the Postmaster-General by sec. 
of the Revised Statutes: of the United 
States and in view of the fact that all coun- 
tries of the civilized world, with the ex- 
ception of Cape Colony, the Orange Free 
States and certain islands, are now em- 
braced in the universal postal union, it is 
hereby ordered that on and after the ist 
of January, 1895, the postage rates and con- 
dition applicable to articles of correspond- 
ence mailed in the United States, addressed 
for delivery ‘within the universal tal 
union, shall be applicable also to similar 
articles addressed for delivery at places not 
embraced in the universal postal union, ex- 
cept as hereinafter mentioned. order 
does not apply to articles destined for Can- 
ada, Mexico or the United States tal 
agency at ghai, to which more liberal 
postal rates and conditions now apply.”

Penny’s annual report, render the reser- 
vation fit only for stock-raising. Agricul- 
ture cannot furnish a living there because 
of the altitude and aridity of the section. 
This condition cannot be remedied by irri- 
gation, and the Indians are beginning to 
adopt stock-raising as a business pursuit.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. | 


Righth Annaal Repert of the Commis- 
siem Sent te Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,” Dee. &—The 
eighth annual report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been sent to Con- 
gress. It declaressit-to be the duty of ship- 
pers, railroad managers and citizens to as- 
sist the Government in ruhning down vio- 
f the statute.

After a lengthy view of the railroad pool- 
ing bill, the report says: 

‘“‘We submit for the consideration of Con-. 
gress that —s without other remedial 
legisiation is unadvisable. Pooling under 
conditions to be approved by the commis- 
sion and rende capable of an easy and 
direct legislation with accompanying effect- 
ive remedial legislation we believe might 
safely be tried.’’ 

On the Government ownership of rail- 
deen the gp ame ap refrains from ex- 
pr ng any opinion. — 

As to the great etrike of 18%, the com- 
mission states its reasons for not entering 
upon an investigation of this matter, that 
the controversy includes matters outside of 
the conmnission’s jurisdiction. It is urged 
that the com on should have express 
authority by statute to investigate the acts 
of all parties in relation to such matters. 

As to the ‘finaficlal condition of railways, 
reference is made to the financial embar- 
rassment of railways resulting from the 
commercial depression and other causes. On 
June 30, there were 156 roads in the 
hands of receivers. While the financial de- 
pression has been a factor in bringing about 
the embarrassment of railroads, it is Le- 
Heved that many of the receiverships were 
the natural sequence of mismanagement, 
overcapitalization and ill-advised prcject- 
ing. Although the traffic .has largely de- 
creased during the year, the rates have also 
declined, showing that there has been un- 
usual competition for. the decreased traffic. 

The commission includes in its report 
statistics of railways for the year ending 
June 20, 1883. On that date there were 
174,461.07 miles of line in the United States, 
being an increase during the year of 
4,897,857 miles. The number of railway 
corporations was 1,890, being an increase 
of sixty-eight over the previous year. The 
capitalization of the roads reporting was 
$10,596,235,410; the number of passengers 
carried was 698,560,612 and the number of 
tons of freight carried was 745,119,482; the 
gross earnings were $1,220,761,874; the op- 
erating expenses 921, leaving net 
gy y ° $392,830, 575, which ts equivalent 
to $2,314 per 


i 


mile of line. 

The commission calls further attention 
to the legislative enactment requiring the 
application of automatic couplers and other 
appliances on the cars on the railways, 
ani gives figures showing to what extent 
equipments have been fitted with such ap- 
pliance up to June 3, 1893. It is stated 
that all the new cars ordered by the rail- 
ways are being supplied by automatic coup- 
lers and a er proportion with air- 
brakes. The accidents of the year show lit- 
tle decrease on account of the use of au- 
tomatic couplers, and such a result is not 
expected until more uniformity in such ap- 
pliance has been attained. 

The report concludes with a summary of

City Counselor Marsha!!! Decleres Him- 
sef in Favor of Having the Count 
Made for All ths Offices at One Time— 
What the Legislature Can Do in the 
Way of Investigating. 


The action of Assistant City Counselor 
Wm. P. Macklin in appearing as one of the 
regular attorneys of Dr. W. J. Wait in his 
contest for the coronership, has been sub- 
jected to criticism on two grounds. First, 
his office is included In the provision of the 
charter that requires all city officials ex- 
cept the Mayor and Charity Commissioners 
to devote all their time within regular 
business hours to the duties of their re- 
spective positions; and the section requires 


fthat if any official shall violate the pro- 


vision the mayor shall remove or suspend 
him, and give notice to the Council. In 
the second place, it is argued, Mr. Macklin 
was appointed as a Democrat to the posi- 
tion he now holds, as a reward for political 
service; and it is pointed out that his pres- 
ent undertaking to finseat a Democratic 
office-holder is fri bad taste. To the first 
objection Mr. Macklin’s friends say that he 
is merely preparing to re-engage,in private 
practice in view of his pending retirement 
from public office; and to the second that 
as a lawyér he has a right to take any 
case he sees fit. Nevertheless Mr. Macklin’s 
course is prevoking a great deal of un- 
favorable comment. 


With respect to a conference of all the 
St. Louis Representatives and Senators in 
the Thirty-eighth General Asembly, irre- 
spective of party, for consideration of such 
measures as ‘would be for the interest of 
St. Louis, Lieut.-Gov. John B. O'Meara said 
he would be glad. to see such a conference 
held, though he did not haye much hope 
that its members would agree on anything 
between themselves. He had more faith, 
he said, in the efficacy of the work of the 
Legislative Committee of the Business Men's 
League to bring about unity of action of 
the St. Louis members of the Missouri 
House and Senate. The League, Maj. 
O’ Meara said, represented the best and larg- 
est commercial and secial fes in the 
city, and the creation of a committee, that 
should be representative of all these bodies 
would no doubt command the res t of the 
St. Louis delegates in the Thirty-eighth 
Assembly. As to the probabilities of clash- 
ing between the two houses, Maj. O’Meara 
said that he anticipated that the power 
of either house over the other would be 
held in check by the knowledge that there 
must be co-operation on the apprepriation 
bills; and, the Senate being the smaller 
body, it would suffer less in the aggregate 
by loss of per diem and mileage than would 
the House. Maj. O’Meara also advaneed 
the opinion that the coming session will 
witness a raid on the laws governing: cor- 
porations, and that strife along ‘these lines 
would be numerous and bitter.

Mr. Marshall held thet-the Circuit Court 
has no right to appoint any attorneys or 
other persons to witn e recount, That 
must be done by the lit ts, although the 
Court might admit twa representatives of 
each litigant to the teéount, wh a 
admit of the presence of the regular at- 
torneys of the respectivé litigants, and in 
addition of the legal represeniatives of the 
Citizens’ Safety Committee. 

Mr. Marshall said: ‘‘It-used to be the idea 
that the rights conferred upon the city by 
its charter were inviolable, but the Supreme 
Court swept ‘that impression aside some 
years ago, and decided that the Legislature 
has power to wipe the charter itself out 
of existence.’ The authority to do so is con- 
tained in section 2 of article 9 of the 
Constitution, which declares that ‘the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall have the same power 
over the City and County of St. Louis that 
it has over other cities and counties of the 
State.” Unquestionably the Legislature, or 
either branch of it, has the power to make 
any inquiry it pleases into the management 
of any municipal department, and, by en- 
acting legislation inconsistent with the 
charter, to abrogate the provisions of that 
instrument. The City of St. Louis is but 
one of the political subdivisions of the State 
and subject to legislative control just as 
any other subdivision.” 


In view of the prospect of conflict be- 
tween the Republican House and the Demo- 
cratic Senate over political offices in vari- 
ous portions of the State, an effort will be 
made to get the St. Louis del tion to- 
gether for consultation that St. uls mu- 
nicipal interests may not be unnecessarily 
jeopardized. It is proposed to call the dele- 
gation together about the 16th instant, and 
after its members have become acquainted 
and have held a consultation among them- 
selves, to call in all citizens interested in 
legislation for St. Louis and to invite them 
to outhne their desires. By this means it 
is hoped to secure united action, irrespec- 
tive of politics, at least on those questions 
affecting the administration of municipal 
affairs here. There is a movement on foot 
among some of the Republicans of the 
State to defeat Benjamin F. Russell of 
Steelville for Speaker, but it is the ex- 
pressed determination of the most influen- 
tial Democrats in the St. Louis delegation 
to vote for Russell rather than permit the 
election of so rudical a partisan as John L.
